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AN IMPORTANT ENGLISH COPYRIGHT CASE. 


WE have before adverted to the legal controversy 
in London between Sampson Low & Co. and the 
Messrs. Routledge, growing out of the claim for 
copyright by the former in Miss Cummins’ “Haunted 
Hearts,” published in London while the authoress, 
a citizen of the United States, was residing tem- 
porarily in Canada. 
ity of a copyright under such circumstances was 
sustained by Vice Chancellor Kindersley, in an 


elaborate opinion, but it was held that the entries | 


at Stationers’ Hall were irregular and void, because 


not conformable to the statute, and the complain- | 


ants failed solely on that ground to maintain their 
suit. Subsequently the defective entries were 
amended, and a new bill was filed and application 
made foran injunction. These proceedings directly 


raised the main question which was involved, and , 


it was decided by the Vice Chancellor in favor of 
the complainant, and an injunction was issued 
against Messrs. Routledge to restrain the continued 
infringement by them of the copyright thus declared 
to be vested in Sampson Low & Co. From this 
decision the defendants appealed, not to the House 
of Lords, as some of our contemporaries have erro- 
neously stated, but to an intermediate Court of 
Appeal in Chancery, consisting of two Lords Jus- 
tices of Appeals—with whom the Lord Chancellor 
may or may not sit, at his option. In this appeal 
the Lords Justices sustained the decree of the Vice 
Chancellor. The next step which may be taken is 
an appeal to the House of Lords. We subjoin a 
summary of the proceedings, and of the opinion of 
the Lords Justices contained in the ‘‘ London Athe- 


neum” of 16th ult. The case is an important one to, 


authors and publishers both in England and this 
country. It can be regarded in no other light than 
as establishing the principle that an American 
author, while friendly relations exist between Eng- 
land and this country, may go temporarily into 
Canada, or any other British colonial possession, 


and while residing there publish his book in Lon- | 


don, and thus acquire a valid English copyright. 
It does not appear to be necessary that the book 
should have been composed on British soil. 


An appeal of considerable interest to the proprie- 
tors of gopyright property in England has recently 
been decided by the Lords Justices Knight Bruce, 
and Turner. The copyright in dispute is in a novel, 
called “ Haunted Hearts ;” but the principle affirmed 
by their Lordships’ decision. equally applies to 
musical as well as literary works; also to maps, 
charts and plans, “separately published.” The 
book in question was written by an alien authoress, | 
Miss Maria Cummins, she being a subject of the 
United States of America. It seems that this lady 
sold her manuscript and copyright therein to Messrs. 
Sampson Low & Co,, who thereupon caused the. 
work to be printed in England. It was also first 


published here, the authoress being resident at! 
Montreal, in Canada, at the time of such publica-| 
tion. Messrs. Sampson Low & Co., with the author- 
ity of the authoress, caused two entries, as to the | 
copyright, to be made at Stationers’ Hall; one of 
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| her proprietorship, and the other of her assignment 

to them. They published the book in two yo). 
umes, at 16s. Soon afterwards it was discovered 
that Messrs. Routledge were publishing an edition 
of the same work at 2s. They insisted upon their 
alleged right to continue the publication of their 
edition, because the book was “ written by an alien, 
a native of the United States of America, between 
whose country and our own uo law of international 
copyright exists.” Messrs. Sampson Low & Co, 
thereupon filed their bill in the Court of Chancery 
against Messrs. Routledge, and prayed for an injune. 
tion to restrain them from printing, &c., any copies 
of the plaintiffs’ book. To this bill the defendants 
demurred for want of equity. 

The main question raised by the biil and de. 
murrer was, whether Miss Cummins, being an alien, 
could, by the publication of her book in England 
while she was in Canada, acquire any copyright 
therein within the British dominions. The Vice 
Chancellor Kindersley, before whom the demurrer 
was argued, held that she could, and did, under the 
circumstances, acquire a British copyright in her 
work. Upon this point he said—‘If an author, 
residing in this country, and first publishing here, 
acquires a copyright, he acquires it over the whole 
of the British dominions, and will be protected in 
Canada just as much as in England: and so, if an 
alien residing here chooses to publish in Canada, 
he would acquire a copyright there as well as over 
all the British dominions, recognized and protected 
Again, if a foreigner comes into Caa- 
ada, or any other of the British possessions, and pub- 
lishes there, surely, upon the same principle, he 
would acquire a copyright, not confined to Canada, 
but extending over and protected throughout the 
British dominions. Then, if the author (and this 
is the last step), residing in Canada, thinks it more 
expedient, instead of publishing his work there, to 
send it over to England to be published here, is it 
possible to say that he has thereby not acquired 


| copyright, although he would have acquired it if 


he had published it in Canada? The place of first 
publication, provided it be within the British domin- 
ions, is made immaterial by the Copyright Amend- 
ment Act, 1842, which operates over all the Colo- 


| nies and possessions of the Crown; and the place 


of residence of the alien is immaterial, provided it be 
within the British dominions, Surely it is impos- 
sible, consistently with Jefferys v. Boosey, to come 


| to any other conclusion than that Miss Cummins, 


by publishing her work in England for the first 
time, she being at the time of that publication resi- 
dent within the British dominions, though residing 
in a colony, did acquire copyright. Therefore, so 
far as relates to this wide and important question, 
it appears to me that this demurrer cannot be sus- 
tained. But,’? the Vice Chancellor added, “there 
are other grounds than these, which I must now 
consider.” After pointing out the formalities as to 
registrationat Stationers’ Hall, required by the Copy- 
right Amendment Act, 1842, he said, on this part 
of the case— I am of opinion that Miss Cummins, 
having, by the first publication in this country of 
her work, acquired copyright, it was not necessary 
that any entry should be made in the registry to 
give her that copyright; she had got it. But a 
proper entry in the registry of her proprietorship was 
necessary to enable her to sue. And, moreover, & 
proper entry of the proprietorship in that registry was 
necessary, in order to enable her to assign that copy- 
right by means of the entry of such assigriment in 
the registry ; because, unless the proprietor, who is 
to make the assignment, is a properly registered 
proprietor, an assignment by means of the entry in 
the register operates nothing. Well, then, it is 
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eontended on the part of the defendants, that, al- 
though there is what purports to be an entry of 
assignment by her to Messrs. Low, the entry of her 
proprietorship is not in accordance with the Act; 
and therefore that she was not a registered propri- 
etor according to the Act; and that what professes 
to be an assignment by means of the entry of that 
assignment upon the registry operates nothing. I 
am of opinion that argument must prevail. One 
almost regrets to be obliged to come to the consid- 
eration of points which are so very technical as 
these which I am obliged to consider, but at the

aliens beyond the limits of the colonies. - In truth, 
this argument upon the part of the defendants is 
founded on a confusion between the rights of an 
alien as a subject of the colony and his rights as a 
subject of the Crown. Every alien coming into a 
British colony is temporarily a subject of the Crown, 
bound by, subject and entitled to the benefit of the 
Jaws which affect all British subjects. He has ob- 
ligations and rights, both within and beyond the 
colony into which he comes. As to his rights 
within the colony, he may well be bound by its 
laws; but as to his rights beyond the colony, he 
cannot be affected by those laws, for the laws of a 
colony cannot extend beyond its territorial limits. 
Now, in the present case, the question is, not what 
were or are the rights of the plaintiffs within the 
colony of Canada; but what were or are their rights 
in this country ; and the law of this country leaves 
no doubt upon that question. By the 25th section 
of the Copyright Amendment Act, 1842, it is en- 
acted, that all copyright shall be deemed ‘ personal 
property’; and in Calvin’s case, 6th James I., it was 
decided that an alien friend may, by the common 
law of England, have, acquire, or get within this 
realm, by gift, trade, or other lawful means, any 
treasure or goods, personal, whatsoever, like an 
Englishman; and may maintain an action for the 
same. That case, we think, is in all respects appli- 
cable to the one before us. We, therefore, agree in 
the opinion of the Vice Chancellor Kindersley, and 
consequently think that the motion to dissolve the 
injunction must be refused, with costs; and that 
there must be a decree according to the prayer of 
the bill, with costs to be paid by the defendants.” 
The great importance to proprietors of copyright 
of the two points determined by the above decisions 
has induced us to give the reasons upon which they 
were founded. Of the absolute necessity of authors 
and publishers duly protecting their interests by 
accurately performing the requirements of the stat- 
utes, in registering their copyright at Stationers’ 
Hall, there can no longer be any doubt. This case 
of Low v. Routledge affords an instance of the serious 
loss and annoyance that the proprietors of a copy- 
right may sustain from their own negligence in 
making their entries at Stationers’ Hall in a defec- 
tive manner: in the first instance they were de- 
feated in attempting to obtain redress against the 
defendants, and had to pay all the costs of the suit 
on both sides. Ifa copyright be worth the trouble 
of protecting, it ought to be done effectually. Upon 
the subject of making an entry at Stationers’ Hall, 
the old adage should not be forgotten—* A man 
who acts as his own lawyer has a fool for his 
client.” The saving of a few shillings in obtaining 
adequate professional advice, may, and often does, 
involve the loss of hundreds of pounds. It is the 
duty of the Registrar at Stationers’ Hall to receive 
and record the particulars which are tendered to 
lim for that purpose ; provided only that such par- 
ticulars are not contrary to the statute under which 
the entry in the register is to be made. Subject to 
that exception, the -Registrar has clearly no right, 
and it is contrary to his duty, to dictate the form 
in which the particulars of the entry should be 
made on the part of the proprietor of the copyright, 
especially that sach particulars must in any respect 
be abbreviated. It is, therefore, at the Registrar’s 
peril if he refuses to make an entry as required; 
or if in making it he departs from, or strikes out, 
any of the particulars furnished to him for the pur- 
pose of his making an entry on behalf of the pro- 
prietors of the copyright. 
With respect to tle great principle established 
by Messrs. Low, they deserve the hearty congratu- 
lations and thanks of all who are interested in pro- 
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| tecting and upholding the rights of authors, The 
benefits to be derived from the encouragement of 
learning are now become universal. Consequently, 
it has been of great importance in the interests of 
literature to obtain the decision of three of ou 
most eminent Equity Judges, that if an alieg 
friend’s book be first published in England, at q 
time when the author is residing in any part of the 


British dominions, a valid copyright may be ae.- 


quired in-such book. Happily, this decision is jy 
perfect accord. not only with the opinion of the 
profession, but also with the feeling of the publie 
in favor of authors of works of literature, &¢, 
The case of Low r. Routledge will, therefore, remain 
an important link in the chain of British jurispra. 
dence upon the subject of literary and musical 
copyright. 


OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Paris, December 8, 1865, 

I HAVE, since I began to write in these columns, 
never taken pen in hand with more emotion than 
at this moment, when I am to announce the de- 
parture from life of one of our poorest, most ill-fated, 
and most useful laborers in the Republic of Letters, 
Enamored while yet a stripling of one of the most 
fascinating branches of literature; he pursued it 
not only patiently, but amorously, despite poverty, 
injustice. and—nay, the deepest wound of all—those 
“spurns that patient merit of the unworthy takes.” 
Let him who may call bibliography an arid branch 
of letters; J find it enchanting to rise to that 
“ vantage-ground,” and survey the long procession 
of toilers who have delved. in every vein of know- 
ledge. The thoughts, the truths, the guesses at 
truth, the mistakes, the hopes, the fears, the fancies, 
the dreams, the nightmares, the prejudices, the 
perversions of humanity can all be discovered by 
him who reads aright the title-pages of works : and 
to him who knows not how to read—which is a very 
different thing from orthography—books themselves 
are as sealed wills bestowed in bank-vaults. So 
for his patience’s sake, and his long life of untiring 
labor, and his services, and his poverty’s sake, do 
not reckon with me, though I be long; be Bassa- 
nio, not Shylock; that I may not maim the rites 
due: if you knew how churlish they are at the 
graveyard, you would hesitate to refuse my re- 
quest! Joseph Marie Quérard was laid in the 
ground to-day se’ennight gone. He died suddenly 
(if death may be called sudden in one’s sixty-eighth 
winter) while correcting the last sheets of the in- 
troduction to the new edition of his “ Literary 
Frauds,” and dreaming of publishing a Librarians’ 
Encyclopedia [he leaves the materials to his wife 
for her only heritage], and a supplement under the 
title of “‘ Jottings and Gleanings to Vapereau’s Con- 
temporaries’ Dictionary.” He began life a clerk in 
a bookshop in Germany, where he became bibli- 
ography-struck. In that humble station of life he 
began collecting materials for his great works, and 
in the course of time he produced them after volun- 
tarily leading a life of inexpressible privations in 
order to give the necessary time to them. Their 
publication gave him reputation and enemies (few 
roses are free from the canker-worm), but it in- 
creased his revenues only to the pension of $2508 
year, which M. Guizot gave him. You know those 
works are costly, and a limited class of readers take 
interest in them: therefore their profits are small. 
Their publisher rubs his hands with glee if the 
adventure does not figure on the debtor side of 
profit-and-loss. The sale of M. Quérard’s works 
was less than it might have been had his enemies 
and their clique been less ungenerous. A com- 
spiracy of silettce was organized against everything 
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pe published, and many a purchaser ‘was in this 
manner discarded. He owed his enemies to his 


love of truth ; the literary frauds and the ignorance | 


he exposed raised him hosts of enemies in this land 
of socialists and unprincipled authors, which de- 
serves even more than the contempt learned, honest 
Germany feels and expresses for it. All his life he 
had been ambitious of the cross Of the Legion of 
Honor—the stamp which makes the guinea current 
here, be it alloy or pure gold. 
August he obtained it; the bit of red ribbon gave 
him new life, and he labored with youthful zeal 
until nature, exhausted by years, toil, and priva- 
tions, betrayed hope todeath. A handful of friends 


followed his body to the grave, where M. Paul La- | 


croix delivered this suggestive discourse: “ Gentle- 
men, let us not separate without giving a last fare- 
well to our friend, to our rival, to our model, to our 
admirable bibliographer, Joseph Marie Quérard. 
‘He was born a bibliographer, he lived and died a 
bibliographer without having ever had any other 
passion, auy other aim, any other destiny in his 
erudite and laborious existence than to contri- 
bute for his share the most and the best possible 
to the progress of French bibliography. To speak 
of his numerous works, to appreciate, to praise 
them is to tell the story of his life. ‘Literary 
France’—that admirable, most useful, indispensa- 
ble work to those of us who busy ourselves with 
literary history, that almost excellent work, despite 
some errors and imperfections which we may say 
were inevitable in a work of this sort—will remain 
a monument of that French Bibliography to which 
Quérard devoted himself body and soul with all the 
ardor of an exclusive taste and boundless zeal. 
Iam not afraid to say this work would have be- 
come a masterpiece after going through several 
editions in which it would have been successively 
completed and perfected. Such as it is, we may 
oppose it with advantage to the best bibliographical 
compilations published abroad. and especially in 
that learned Germany where Quérard, as ’twere, 
learned the trade of bibliographer.’ Bibliography— 
that magnificent science which ought to be the 
august introduction to all the sciences, but which, 
nevertheless, has not, like the latter professors’ 
chairs, special professors, places, and pensions 
awarded to her modest and faithful adepts (I speak 
of the past, for it is said the present Minister of 
Public Instruction has measures in contemplation 
to repair this old injustice to bibliographers)—bib- 
liography has never enriched anybody, and our 
poor friend Quérard ascertained only too well, as far 
as he was concerned, that it did not lead even the 
worthiest bibliographer to the mere place of libra- 
rian. At no period of time have the public libraries 
of France had lists opened to the knights of bibli- 
ography. Gabriel Martin, the illustrious Parisian 
publisher, who has always had, and who still has 


most skilful and conscientious imitators—Gabriel | 


Martin, who created in France the art of making 


books’ catalogues, and who was a thorough master | 


of the science of bibliography, was constantly driven 
from the King’s Library, where, however, there were 
bibliographers able to understand the value of his 
labors—the Abbés Sallier, Boudot, Capperonnier, 
etc. Quérard was not more fortunate in this respect 
than Gabriel Martin. It was, therefore, necessary 
that this incorrigible bibliographer should obtain 


his livelihood by assiduous, permanent, untiring | 
He worked at bibliography during forty | 


labor. 
years, following the example of our excellent friend 
M. Merlin, the learned compiler of the ‘ Catalogue 
of the Library of Silvestre de Sacy,’ and of a great 
many other excellent catalogues ; following the ex- 
ample of our common master, Antoine Alexandre 
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| Barbier, the author of the ‘Dictionary of Anony- 
|/mous and Pseudonymous Authors ;’ following the 
example of the master of masters, M. Brunet, the 
venerable author of the ‘Manual of Bookselling,’ 
which may justly be called the masterpiece of bib- 
liographical masterpieces. The field of bibliography 
is so vast, so limitless that it is doing a great deal 
to clear one little corner of it. Quérard selected 
for his favorite demesne the bibliographical study 
of the works of modern literature, and we cheer- 
fully confess that in this field of bibliography he 
had no rival. He was likewise a biographer, and 
had he hearkened to his instincts and followed the 
bent of his inclinations, he would have been ex- 
clusively a biographer. He did not restrict himself 
to the describing and classifying of books; he loved 
to classify and judge men—men of letters, writers, 
scientific men. His chief solicitude was that rigor- 
ous and so to say mathematical exactness of facts, 
dates, and names which, where wanting, makes bi- 
ography nothing but a portrait, a panegyric, or a 
satire. He likewise thought that biography was in- 
separable from bibliography when he came to write 
a notice on ene of our obscure or celebrated con- 
temporaries. Hence his ‘Literary Frauds Exposed,’ 
which, in the first edition, are merely a curious and 
piquant review of the major and minor mysteries of 
ancient and modern literature, and which, in the 
second edition, were about to become an immense 
and new dictionary of pseudonyms, full of unex- 
pected revelations, singular details, useful and 
really precious indications. Death came, as it 
always does, to arrest the commenced work. 
Quérard succumbed to the fatigue of his long and 
painful labors. He fell shortly after having ob- 
tained—alas, very late !—an honorary reward which 
he deserved many years ago. As he quitted the 
arena, like an exhausted but unconquered com- 
batant, he had the regrets of being unable to 
complete what he had begun, of leaving in an un- 
finished condition the second edition of his ‘ Liter- 
ary Frauds Exposed’ and of having the painful 
certainty that nobody, after him, would feel strength 
enough to continue and terminate his work. This 
melancholy thought, which must have oppressed 
his dying hours, had been before preceded by a 
deception which was not less poignant or less cruel, 
and which had filled his heart of hearts with a 
secret sorrow, for he had been obliged to abandon 
his favorite dream, to lay aside that ‘ Librarians’ 
Encyclopedia,’ whose innumerable materials sleep 
in his pigeon-holes. After all, he has bequeathed 
us his works, which reveal immense research; he 
has bequeathed us too the recollection of an active, 
ingenious, indefatigable bibliographer—of a minute, 
patient, intrepid biographer—of a man of courage 
and conviction—of an honest and excellent man.” 
I am glad to be able to add that efforts are made to 
continue the government pension to his widow. 
The Minister of Public Instruction increased it last 
August to $300.

denas, who died at Madrid on the 30th ult. before 
he had the good fortune to witness the performance 
of his “magnificent tragedy,” the Death of Cawsar.

M. Didier, the well-known publisher, fell dead 
in an omnibus-office a few days since; he was on 
the eve of retiring from business to enjoy his well- 
earned—but, I am afraid, modest—egtate: he 
reckoned without death. He was only 65. 
was the publisher of Messrs. Guizot, de Barante, 
Cousin, Ste. Beuve, Mignet, etc. for many years; 
but they all deserted him recently for younger and 


more active publishers, although by virtue of con- | 
tracts he still retained the publication of some of | 


their best works. 

M. Dupin, the Elder, gave to the Advocate’s 
Library some years since (and did not leave by will, 
as has been said) the 223 folio vols. containing ex 
tracts from the Olim, which he received as a present 
from Louis Philippe. Only five of these registers of 
the decisions of the old Purlement are preserved. 


They were kept for the first time in the thirteenth | 


century by Jehan de Moulac, and afterwards by the 
successive clerks of court. They are called Olim 
from the first word of the decree which stood at 
the beginning of the third volume: O/im homines 
de Bayona, etc., a common mode of title in the 
medieval epoch, and which every reader of the 
Book of Common Prayer (the Gloria in Ercelsis, | 
and Te Deum are so called from the initial phrase) 
or the Pope’s Bulls is familiar with. The title of 
the first Olim is: “ Liber inquisitarum coopertus in 


pelle viridi, signatus in dorso, ab anno 1256 usque | 


ad annum 1270 ;” that of the second (of which only 
a few leaves remain) was: “ Liber inquisitarum | 
signatus in dorso A; incipiens ab anno 1289 usque

num 1298 ;” that of the fourth : “ Liber signatus in | 
dorso C, incipiens a Parlemento, 1299, usque ad | 
Parlamentum 1318 ;’”’ and that of the fifth: “Liber 
coopertus derubro, signatus in dorso D; et in-| 
cipiens a Parlemento 1319 usque ad annum 1345.” | 
The archives of the French Empire possess, besides | 
these Olim, civil registers of the Parlement and of | 
the Grands Jours held at Tours, Poitiers, Moulins, |

The “Collection of Summary Inventories of the 


Departments’ Archives prior to 1790,” published by 
the French Government, has reached its thirty. 
fifth 4to. volume, and contains returns from 32 
departments (or counties). 

The Belgian Government has published the 4th 
volume of the “Inventory of the Archives of the Old 
Chambers of Accompt of Brabant and Flanders.” It 
is extremely interesting. It contains the tariffs of 
customs’ duties on importations and exportations,

Lombards, ete., in the 15th and 16th centuries, and 
some of them go back so far as the 14th century; 
it further contains a chronological list of charters, 
letters-patent, letters-missive, ete., from 1312 to 
1784. No less than 55,866 accounts are inventoried 
in these four volumes. 

I would engage your readers whomay visit Paris to 
give some time to the admirable collection of medals 
in the Imperial Library, which has just been re- 
opened. Anexcellent catalogue may be had at the 
door. It was founded by Francis I. Henry IV. 
added sensibly to its importance; he gave it Col- 
dore’s magnificent cameo portrait of Queen Elizabeth 
of England ; and it preserves with jealous care eight 
cameos which Henry himself was wont to wear. 
At the Revolution the treasures of St. Denis and the 
Sainte Chapelle were added to its wealth ; it drew 
from the former the celebrated Ptolemy’s Vase of 
sardonyx, and from the latter the Apotheosis of 
Augustus, a cameo bought by Louis IX. from 
Baudoir II. It now contains 200,000 medals or 
coins, and 5,000 other objects, such as cameos, 
intaglios, gnostic stones, gems, etc. The Duke de 
Luynes has presented a noble collection of bronzes, 
medals, etc. to the collection, and one of the galle- 
ries is called the de Luynes Gallery.

the late M. Dupin gave to the Library of the Order | 
of Advocates deserves mention. The last Duke de | 
Penthiévre (Louis Philippe’s grandfather on the | 
mother’s side) had made at his own cost an extract | 
from the Olim, and (as some say) from the records | 
of the Parlement down to 1790, when Parlements | 
were suppressed in France. These extracts filled 223 | 
folio volumes. They were confiscated at the Revo- | 
lution, and placed in the Archives. In 1814 they | 
were restored to the Duke of Orleans (afterwards 
Louis Philippe), and remained in his possession 
until 1848. In 1849, the Orleans family ordered 
their more important papers, etc. to be sent to them | 
in England. They expressly ordered that this col- | 
lection should be presented to their tried and ever 
faithful friend, M. Dupin, who had been for so 
many years attached tothem. The collection re- 


mained in his possession until 1856, when he was

matter for many volumes. This material, however, 
has been condensed into the present work. An 
interesting instance of Mr. Wells’ industrious search 
in hunting up an old pamphlet of 1765, is mentioned 
in a note on page 35, vol. i. Now it is evident 
that, where so much unused and unknown material 
has been employed, the result will be a positive 
addition to our stock of knowledge, and such is 
the character of the work. It will, therefore, be- 
come indispensable to all students of American 
History. As respects the manner in which Mr. 
Wells has worked up his facts thus assiduously 
collected, it may be observed that he does not ap- 
pear to have been striving after mere literary ex- 
cellence. His style is plain, straightforward, prac- 
tical, free from everything rhetorical and affected. 
We do not mean to imply that he is in any sense 
dall, for his narrative keeps you on the alert by its 
vivacity. It is evident that not to glorify him- 
self, but to paint the subject of his biography is 
the object of his ambition. He has addressed him- 
self to the work in an earnest, sensible, and matter 
of fact manner. It is rather refreshing to find biog- 
raphy or history written in this way, when we 
have so many specimens of a different manner, in 
which the author’s chief aim is to use the narra- 
tive only as a pedestal on which to exhibit 
himself as a cultivator of letters. We cordially 
commend the volumes to our readers. They are 
handsome in appearance, neatly printed at the 
University Press, and highly creditable to the taste 
and enterprise of Messrs. Little, Brown & Co. They 


will undoubtedly constitute a standard addition to | 


the historical department of our literature. Would 
that they could revive the lofty spirit which breathes 
through their pages, all redolent of the grand old 
heroic age of the country.

This book, which has but recently fallen into our hands, has 
not received in our country the consideration which its intrinsic 
merit deserves. Its materials and objects are indicated by its 
long title, but to estimate properly the range of its subjects, 
the richness, variety, and accuracy of its statistical facts, the | 
fine outline which it furnishes of places, persons, and events 
in our country, all this must be learned by studying the book 
itself. The Rev. Dr. Massie is a Scotch clergyman, brought up 
at the feet of Rev. Dr. Chalmers, whom, in person and man- 
ner, he somewhat resembles. As pastor, for a time, of one of 
the London churches, and afterwards the head of the Home 
Missionary operations of the Independents of Great Britain ; as 
identified with all the great reform movements of the liberal 
aud progressive party in England for the last thirty years; as

Those who heard him at the Union League, and 
afterwards at some of the churches in this city in the summer 
of 1863, need no commendation of the geniality of his social 
bearing, the richness of his resources, and the philanthropy 
of his heart. With a high admiration of our free institutions, 
and an abiding faith in the ability of our government to pro- 
teet its integrity and vindicate its authority, he was prepared 
to look on the sunny side of our character and prospects, and 
in our darkest hours to give us words of confidence and cheer. 
His travels among us extended from Maine to St. Louis, and 
in all our large cities he gathered crowds to weleome his mis- 
sion and benevolent objects. He spent some days at Wash- 
ington, and gives interesting sketches of President Lincoln, 
Secretary Seward, and other officials with whom his inter- | 
course was most cordial. His book is well written, well ar- 
ranged, and in its geographical, statistical, and political facts, 
exhaustive and educating. He seems to have been fully posted 
in all the causes which led to our national conflict, and his | 
descriptions of persons, cities, and incidents are graphic and | 
lively. Few Americans can rise from a perusal of his book 
without a better knowledge of the history of their own land, 
and a livelier gratitude tothose English brethren who stood man- 
fally by usin our late bitter conflict. Considering the principles | 
and objects of the author, they will excuse the somewhat ex- 
cessive prominence which he gives to anti-slavery men and 
measures. He has put on record his high estimate of the | 
material advantages of our goodly city, of its abounding com- | 
fort and taste, and of the sincere cordiality with which he was | 
here welcomed. It may be proper to add that he is still re- | 
membered by many with respect and affection. Those who 
purchase his work and read it attentively, will do no more | 
than justice to themselves and the author.
